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“Shooting Missionary Moving Pictures 
for “HCJB”’

“You put the film here like this. See, 
Mr. Jones?” 

Ven,” 

“Then you look through this glass till the 
object centers; then, push the button to 
start the film.” 

“Yes. Thanks, Mr. Movie-Man.” 

Thus ended my first and only movie cam- 
era lesson taken last August before I sailed 
for Ecuador on my deputational trip for 
Radio Station HCJB — our pioneer radio 
missionary project for South America. 

From Venezuela two years before, I had 
brought ordinary sterioptican pictures. 
Somehow these “still” pictures have never 
satisfied my desire to show the real condi- 
tions and customs of the people as I met 
and knew them. I resolved that the only 
way to bring back the vital, lasting impres- 
sion I received from Ecuador was by “liv- 
ing” pictures taken by a standard movie 
camera. 

Fifteen minutes instruction seemed all too 
little an introduction into the high art of 
taking “movies,” and didn’t vouchsafe very 
satisfactory results. But God was good to 
us, and the pictures that have been as- 
sembled into three full-sized reels are being 
viewed with evident appreciation by large 
audiences. 

Indians; natives;  bull-fights; soldiers; 
jungles; — all appear before us as the in- 
spiring story of “Radio — The New Mis- 
sionary” is unfolded in these unique mis- 
sionary moving-pictures. As the reels pro- 
gress, we see the smiling native Christians 
of Guayuquil standing before their spacious 
Church, so different from the Indian jungle 
compound, which shows missionaries at work 
among: the Indians. 

Let’s cross the Guayas river by ferry; 
climb the Andes by the tiny train; — view 
vast vistas of rugged slopes and canyons — 
watch strange customs of people peculiar. to 
us! The camera catches all the varied, in- 
teresting scenes just as I saw them thou- 
sands of miles from here. 

; Everywhere I went, the natives were cu- 
rious about my movie camera. Some fled 
for dear life when I started “shooting” their 
faces. A small piece of silver usually had 
sufficient weight to anchor most any balky 
native whose picture I wanted to take to 
the spot. I found most Ecuadoreans con- 
sider it a high compliment to be asked to 


pose for a picture; but Indians usually are 
timid and fearful of the camera. By dint 
of much persuasion, we were able to secure 
an unusual picture of a witch doctor at 
work on a native. 

These missionary moving picture films 
have literally come through flood and fire” 
before I could get them back to the United 
States. They have been packed on mule 
back; — they have floated through moun- 
tain-rapids in a dug-out canoe, and Indians 
have carried them through jungle-trails for 
many days. 

On one occasion, we wanted to get a pic- 
ture of a rushing stream passing in front 
of Reuben Larson’s Indian jungle-farm. We 
got into the tiny “dug-out” with one or two 
Indian oarsmen. For some unknown reason, 
I didn’t allow my “camera-boy” to enter 
the canoe as usual, but told him to carry 
the camera and film around the point of 
land past which the rapids shot and to meet 
us below the rapids. 

Through a clumsy slip on the part of one 
of the native oarsmen our shaky canoe cap- 
sized right in the midst of the boiling rap- 
ids. Strange as it may seem, our only 
thought after we had been swept swiftly 
but safely to the shore after cur involun- 
tary bath was, “Thank goodness, the films 
weren’t in the boat.” Water would have 
ruined all our weeks of “movie” efforts. 

I recall that on two distinct occasions we 
came to beautiful spots in the trail where 
we needed to take pictures to complete our 
film-story of the trip. The day was unusu- 
ally cloudy and it was almost impossible 
for an amateur like myself to get a good 
“snot.” 
for, while we unstrapped the camera box 
from an Indian bearer after halting the 
whole procession for the picture — lo anid 
behold, the sun came breaking through the 
clouds and shone for about five minutes. 

“Believe it or not,’ that smail portion of 
sunbeams was the only time the sun shone 
in two successive days! “Happenchance,” 
someone says? Maybe so, but I choose to 
believe God’s hand of blessing was on the 
filming of these missionary moving-pictures 
that so clearly reveal the lurid customs and 
hopeless conditions of ‘our dark-skinned 
brothers and sisters in Ecuador. 

My regret is that we did not have a

The Cross in the Old 


Testament

The first Passover service had just ended 
in ancient Egypt. The blood of the Lamb 
had been spotted in three places over the 
door of every Israelitish home —- a spot on 
the upper door-post, another spot on the 
left side-post and a third un the right sice- 
post. When these three blotches of bloo:! 
dripped down, they made the form of a 
cross — being a type of God’s Passover 
Lamb, the Lamb of God “that taketh away 
the sin of the world.” 

But the cross may be found back even 
farther in the Bible than even the twelfth 
chapter of Exodus. Turn to Genesis 3:15, 
and if you will read this remarkable verse 
carefully you will see the cross’ shining 
through from the background. “And I will 
put enmity between thee and the woman, 
and between thy seed and her seed; it shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise his 
heel.” 

Here we learn that the “SEED” of the 
woman shall bruise, crush, the serpent’s 
head. This is the first promise in the Bible 
of the virgin-born Christ — the seed of the 
woman. This is referred to again in Psalms 
22:30, “A seed shall serve him.” Jeremiah 
has something to say on this subject; he 
said that the Lord would create “a new 
thing” in the earth, “A woman shall com- 
pass a man.” Jeremiah 31:22. We think al- 
so of a beautiful prophecy of Isaiah 7:14, 
“Behold a virgin shall conceive, and bear a 
son, and shall call his name Immanuel.” 

But, where is the cross in Genesis 3:15? 
Here it is. 

The seed of the woman, the virgin-born 
Christ was prophecied to break the Devil’s 
power. He did so on the cross. Satan’s 
Kingdom went to smash when the conquer- 
ing Christ cried out, “It is ‘inished.” ‘He 
bruised the serpent’s head, but at that very 
instant, Genesis 3:15 predicted that the ser- 
pent would also “bruise his heel.’”’ Did this 
happen? It did. Death by crucifixion is 
the only form of death that would bruise the 
human heel. When the nails were ham- 
mered through those tender ankle bones. the 
lieel of Jesus Christ was actually pressed up 
against the cross, and bruised. The cross 
was not an after-thought with God. It was 
foreordained. 

Equally interesting is the fact that Da- 
vid predicted hundreds of vears before a 
eross was known, that Jesus Christ would 
die on a cross. Where? Psalms 22:16,

Another fact which argues 
powerfully for the resurrec- 
tion is the glorification of 
the cross. Until the execution 
of Christ the cross was the 
symbol of torture, ignominy 
and shame. His death at 
once made it the symbol of 
glory and triumph. Thou- 
sands of criminals had died 
on the cross and it remained 
just what it was: an instru- 
ment of the extremest suf- 
fering and shame. All of 
this was changed the very 
day Christ died. And the 
change is as remarkable as 
though the electrie chair or 
the gallows were sudden: 
redeemed from infamy and 
transformed into the sym- 
bol of the world’s most sae- 
red ‘triumph, power, hope 
and glory. How account for 
this but by the fact that the 
cross has been made glori- 
ous by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ ?

It 
is coming. A fresh, evangelistic anointing 
is certain. Before the grand climax of the 
present age, an outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
is certain. A lost soul is as valuable today 
as ever before, but present-day Mechanist- 
ic and Modernistic Christianity has lost its 
evangelistic fire and passion. The forth- 
coming revival may not come through the 
beaten paths of denominationalism, but it 
will come; it will very likely be free-lance 
as was John Wesiey’s revival. The Defend- 
ers Movement is working energetically te 
help precipitate this revival. 

(4) The world could be evangelized in 
this generation. So to really catch the vi- 
sion of the world’s need of Christ is to ex- 
perience a. transformation in one’s whole 
outlook upon life. Seventy souls that have 
never heard the Gospel, slip into a Christ- 
less eternity every minute. What a trage- 
dy! Moreover, black and yellow men out- 
number white men perhaps ten to one. If 
you think the only people in the world are

world, the Gospel. 

(5) It is confirmation to one’s faith to 
hold a newspaper in one hand, his Bible in 
the other, and read about events, predicted 
hundreds of years ago, just now coming to 
pass. There are certain “signs of the times” 
which direct prophetic students to believe 
that our humanity is rapidly nearing the 
end of the present dispensation, and accord- 
ing to fulfilled prophecy, it is inevitable that 
Jesus Christ will soon return tu earth, to 
establish His reign, to destroy zreed, sin and 
selfishness, to cover the earth with peace 
and good-will. ‘And He shall judge amony 
the nations .... and they shail beat their 
swords into plowshares, and their spears 
into pruninghooks; nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more.” Isaiah 2:4. “Even so, 
come, Lord Jesus.” Revelation 22:20. ‘“Be- 
hold, he cometh with clouds; and every eye 
shall see him.” Revelation 1:7. How coul:l 
every eye see Him if He returned as He 
went away to the Mount Olives? Sneering- 
ly, many a skeptic has asked this question. 
For the first time in the world’s history we 
are reaching a period where Jesus could not 
only be heard from Palestine speaking by 
Radio, but He could also be seen by Tele- 
vision. The time will soon come when your 
radio set will not be complete without a te- 
levision screen and apparatus. 

(6) Prominent place is given in the Mes- 
sage to the preaching and teaching of the 
Victorious, Spirit-filled Life in Christ. Em- 
phasis is placed upon the matter of living 
union between Christ and the believer; ou: 
of this UNION of the Vine (Christ) and 
the Branch (Believer) comes the “fruits” 
and gifts of the Spirit. The Message would 
fail utterly to accomplish what God has 
raised The Defenders up to accomplish if it 
should fall short in deep spiritual quality. 
Wherever Conferences are held, the faithful 
proclamation of the Message invariably 
convicts sinners and creates a heart-yearn- 
ing for a real revelation of the Holy Spirit 
in consciousness. 


Conferences 


On the first day of March a series of 
rapid, intense, Defenders conferences began 
with meetings covering March 1 to 8 in Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, and Lima, Ohio. Two 
meetings were kept going at the same time. 
This was the third annual convention in In- 
diana as well as Ohio. The 1929 Indiana 

conference was held in Indianapolis; 1930 
Crawfordsville; 1931 Fort Wayne. The 1929 
Ohio conference was held in East Liverpool; 
1930 Toledo; 1931 Lima. 

Rev. B. E. Rediger sponsored the Fort 
Wayne meetings, and his 
Gospel Temple, contain- 
ing 3,030 opera chairs, 
was well filled every 
night for eight days. 
Four daily meetings were 
conducted; the altar was 
frequently filled and a 
contribution was made to 














a real spiritual awakening in the communi- 
ty. A group of Lima laymen was auspices 
to the Ohio meetings, held in the People’s 
Gospel Tabernacle. In spite of the incle- 
ment weather, as many as 1,900 persons 
were present at some services. Not a few 
pastors attended, and it is safe to say that 
the Lima results were on par with the two 
previous Ohio gatherings. In Fort Wayne 
radio station WOWO was used, and in L ima 
the Defenders Message went out over HRES 

From Ohio, the Defender party came 
to Michigan, for conferences in Muskegon 
(March 10-13) and Grand Rapids (10-15). 
The new, undenominational Bethel Gospel 
Tabernacle was used in Muskegon, of which 
Rev. J. E. Bennink, a fine, capable brother, 
is the pastor. The Muskegon meeting was 
a glorious success, but the Grand Rapids 
conference was a failure. Crowds that pack 
the largest buildings available invariably 
assemble to hear the messagre. 

As these words are written the confer- 
ence speakers are leaving for Lansing ani 
Kalamazoo. From these points, the Testi- 
mony will be taken once more into Ohio: 
Clyde, Marion, Akron and Youngstown. 

Defender readers are not called to travel 
from city to city like the speakers are called 
to do, but they can have a part in the work 
by following it in constant, earnest prayer.

The Molecule Speaks 


By R. 1. Humberd, Lake Odessa, Michigan 
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The God of nature and the God of revela- 
tion is the same. Therefore, we expect no 
conflict between science and the Bible. In 
fact, the world of God presents many types 
and pictures of the spiritual truths set forth 
in the Word of God. The sower, the seed, 
the leaven, the vine and many others are 
declared to have a spiritual application. We 
can also learn a lesson from the molecule. 

An element is a form of matter that can- 
not be decomposed by any means known to 
science. There are less than one hundred 
elements known to man, some of which are 
silver, iron, hydrogen, oxygen and carbon. 
The smallest part of a substance that can 
exist separately is called a molecule. Mole- 
cules posses a power of combining with 
other molecules under certain conditions 
and in constant proportions. This is called 
valence. The molecules of different elements 
have different valence. Hydrogen has a 
valence of one, oxygen, two; carbon, four, 
ete. We might liken valence unto hooks, 
oxygen having two hooks, carbon, four. 

Let us imagine a molecule of chlorin. 
It has a valence of one, or one hook. It 
is restless, floating about seeking satis- 
faction, and meets with a molecule of sod- 
ium. Conditions are right and they unite. 
Immediately their natures change. Chlorin 
is classed as a poisonous gas while sodium 
is classed as a metal, but now they have be- 
come a new creation—just common salt. 

Let us consider a carbon molecule. It 
has a valence of four, or four hooks. Iit 
is unsatisfied, floating about seeking rest 
and peace. It meets with a molecule of 
oxygen. Carbon unites with oxygen, but 
is carbon satisfied? ‘Far from it; carbon 
has four hooks while oxygen has but two. 
It becomes desperate and so vicious that 
it will even attack the human body to satisfy 
its other two valences. It is now carbon 
monoxide, that terrible gas that causes 
death in a closed garage while an engine 
is running. Finally, carbon monoxide finds 
another molecule of oxygen. Immediately 
its nature is changed and it becomes carbon 
dioxide, a harmless gas that is always pre- 
sent in the human body. 

Let us now, consider a molecule of oxygen. 
It is restless, it wants peace, joy and satis- 
faction. It meets with two hydrogen mole- 
cules; they unite and form water. Immed- 
iatly the valence is satisfied, and is has per- 
fect peace, and the little brook goes dancing 
and sparkling, laughing and singing as it 
rolls merrily along on its journey to the sea. 

Now let us consider the human heart. 
Tt has a valence of one. It is restless, there 
is a still small voice calling out for satis- 
faction and joy. peace and contentment. It 
must satisfy its one valence before it 
can be at rest. It turns to drink. Is it satis- 
fied? No. far from it. Like carbon mon- 
oxide it becomes desperate and will work 
harm, even taking the food from the table 
of starving children. ‘No, drink will not 
satisfy the craving of the human heart for 
peace. 

The person then turns to the theatre or 
movies. His life is so full of trials. Is there 
any one else that is havine such a strugele ? 
And if so, where do they find jov and peace ? 
On the screen he sees other people goinw 
throurh the same trials, ves, even worse 
than he is exneriencing. But all ends well 
and they live happy ever afterwards. Thev 
find joy in earthly thines. When this person 
leaves the movies he lives over in his own 
mind the scene he has just witnessed. Week 
after week he visits the theatre. Week af- 
ter week he sees other people in great diffi- 
culties, always coming out well and finding 





peace in earthly things. Week after week 
he lives these scenes over in his own mind. 
Unconsciously he follows their example and 
seeking rest in things of this world, he mis- 
ses the fountain of eternal joy and rest. 

But the human heart must have rest. It 
must satisfy that craving for peace. It 
turns to God. Since it has but one valence 
it must drop all else. It cannot serve God 
and mammon. Immediately it is satisfied, 
and like the oxygen and two hydrogen, its 
nature is changed; it is a new creature, it 
is born again. The Holy Spirit comes in 
and fills its very being with joy unspeakable 
and full of glory. Go to a large dicitonary 
with its many hundreds and thousands of 
words, yet there are not enough words in 
that book to express the joy that comes to 
the human heart that finds its rest in Christ, 
for that joy is unspeakable (1 Peter 1:8). 

Although this joy is unspeakable, yet at 
present it is not an unmingled joy. It is 
a fruit of the Spirit (Gal. 5:22; Rom. 8:23), 
but only a fruit. We take the first ripe 
luscious apple from the tree. That is the 
first fruit, but there are twelve more bushels 
just like it that we will get later. So with 
our unspeakable joy. It is but the first 
fruits of the Spirit. We have twelve more 
bushels of joy coming. 











This unspeakable joy is not perfect, for 
not only does the whole creation groan, but 
ourselves also which have the first fruits 
of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan with- 
in ourselves, waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our body. 

Thus the heart that turns to, God finds 
irue satisfaction, receives unspeakable joy, 
the first fruits of the Holy Spirit. This is 
a pledge and a pattern of all that will be 
His at that time when He will be presented 
before the presence of His glory with ex- 
ceeding joy. 

So now we can say with the Psalmist, “I 
shall be satisfied when I awake with th; 
likeness.”

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The “How” of Revival

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It does not happen or come by chance. If 
it comes, it comes as a result. This is a 
world of cause and effect; a reason for the 
existence of all things; a cause for every 
event great or insignificant. 

Many great things may be witnessed, but 
the greatest of all is a genuine revival. 

Angels are not taking notice of the world’s 
conventions or inventions, nor of the late 
discoveries in the astronomical world; but 
they are interested in a revival of religion 
where men are saved. 

God, the Father, Jesus, the Son and all 
the angels are taking special notice of the 
administrations of the Holy Ghost in pre- 
paring a Bride for Jesus Christ. 

To my mind all other things throughout 
the whole universe are secondary to the Al- 
mighty. 

If then, a revival is the most important 
of all things known or thought of, how im- 
portant it is that we creatures of divine fa- 
vor find our place and act in keeping with 
divine direction which always accords with 
common sense. 

To establish a paying business takes time, 
thought and capital. Acquaintance must 
be formed, confidence gained, barriers bro- 
ken down and a drawing in the right direc- 
tion. All this is up to the manager of the 
new enterprise. 

Pastors are the managers of this all im- 
portant work called revivals. Why call on 
the Holy Ghost to send the people out to 
church when they do not know you are in 
a meeting or even know you are in town? 
Acquaintance must be formed in this case, 
not only with the members of your church 
but as many others as you can see by call- 
ing five hours daily from house to house; 
showing yourself sociable, congenial and in- 
terested in their affairs as pertain to their 
prosperity and happiness. If they are re- 
served, distant, or seem inappreciative of 
your visit, talk about the things that inter- 
est them until you have an opportunity to 
suggest prayer. Pray as though you were 
one of the family for them, not at them. 
Get their confidence. Do not cross them or 
arouse prejudice. If they are formal church 
members, speak well of their pastor anid 
church leaders if you know them to be 
worthy. Do not discuss negative issues, but 
talk of salvation and the joys of the same. 
Break down barriers instead of constructing 
them. Some must be caught with guile. A 
bass must be given plenty of line or he will 
get away. Visit other churches; pray when 
they give you a chance and invite them out 
to your services. Keep all this up for weeks 
before your evangelist comes. Visit the 
factories, shops, stores and schools. 

Big placards and big evangelists cannot 
atone for negligence on these lines. Re- 
sults cannot be had in three weeks where 
it takes six or eight weeks or maybe a whole 
year to lay a foundation. First things first, 
a vision. Not visionary. Insight before 
foresight. God will work it out if we will 
help to work it in. Efforts are in vain and 
time and money lost in most cases where 
these methods are not carried out. 

I hear one say, “The evangelist was not 
at his best.” “The church not in harmony.” 
“Prejudice too strong.” “A light rejecting 
town.” All true probably, but pastor, evan- 
gelist and members have their place. Ser- 
monizing, memorizing, advertising and cate- 
chizing are not all of it. Acquaintance, 
confidence, prudence, patience, perseverance 
and common sense are prerequisites to a re- 
vival. All these the pastor must exhibit 
under the blessing of the Lord.

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It is not the purpose of the writer to say 
one unkind thing about Christian Science, 
but I have made a study of Christian Sci- 
ence and feel sure that if every Christian 
Scientist would follow the plan of studying 
the Christian Science doctrine that I have, 
namely, comparing the statements found in 
“Science and Health’ with the Word of 
God, there would be no Christian Scientists. 

This article contains a series of state- 
ments from the 1917 edition of “Science and 
Health,” later additions have been topically 
rearranged, so anyone who desires to check 
this article with Mrs. Eddy’s writing must 
use the 1917 edition. Line and page for 
each statement that Mrs. Eddy makes is 
given and chapter and verse from the Bible 
is given and thus the answer to the ques- 
tion—JIs Christian Science Christian? — 
rests with the facts plainly put forth in this 
article. 

On page 497, line 1, of her book, Mrs. 
Eddy says: “As adherents of Truth, we take 
the inspired Word of the Bible as our suf- 
ficient guide to eternal Life.” Then, on 
page 269, line 22, Mrs. Eddy makes this 
statement: “I therefore plant myself unre- 
servedly on the teachings of Jesus, of his 
apostles, of the prophets.” On page 126, 
line 26, we read: “I have found nothing in 
ancient or in modern systems on which to 
found my own, except the teachings and de- 
monstrations of our great Master and the 
lives of prophets and apostles.” On page 
372, line 18, Mrs. Eddy says: “Christian 
Science and Christianity are one.” 

It is because of these statements that I 
am preparing this article. 


The Blood of Jesus Christ 


Page 25, line 6: “The material blood of 
Jesus was no more efficacious to cleanse 
from sin when it was shed upon ‘the ac- 
cursed tree,’ than when it was flowing in his 
veins as He went daily about His Father’s 
business.” But the Bible says: Hebrews 
9:22, “Without the shedding of blood is no 
remission of sins.” Col. 1:14, “In whom we 
have redemption THROUGH HIS BLOOD 
even the forgiveness of sins.” I John 1:7, 
“Tf we walk in the light as he is in the light 
we have fellowship one with another and 
THE BLOOD OF JESUS CHRIST HIS SON 
CLEANSETH US FROM ALL SIN.” Does 
this sound like Christian Science and the 
Bible are one? 

In Rev. 1:5, we read: “Unto Him that loved 
us and washed us from our sins in His own 
blood.” 

In Hebrews 10:29 we read “Of how much 
sorer punishment, suppose ve, shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath trodden under 
foot the Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing.” 


Mrs. Eddy Says Jesus Did Not Die 


Page 44, line 28, “His disciples believed 
Jesus to be dead while He was hidden in the 
sepulchre, whereas He was alive. demon- 
strating within the narrow tomb the power 
of Spirit to overrule mortal, material sense.” 

Page 45, line 33, “Jesus’ students, not 
sufficiently advanced fullv to understand 
their Master’s triumph, did not perform 
many wonderful works, until they saw Him 
after His crucifixion and learned that He 
had not died.” 

Mrs. Eddy savs that Christian Science and 
the Bible are the same. and that the Bible 
is her only authority. Does the Bible teach 
that Jesus did not die? Romans 5:6. “For 
when we were yet without strength in due 


time CHRIST DIED for the ungodly.” Verse 
8, “But God commendeth his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us.” Verse 10, “For if, when we 
were yet enemies, we were reccnciled to 
God by the DEATH OF HIS SON, much 
more, being reconciled, we shall be saved by 
His life.” 


She Denies the Record of Creation 


Page 335, line 7, “Spirit never created 
matter.” Page 524, line 18, Mrs. Eddy 
makes a Bible quotation, from Genesis 2:7, 
“And the Lord God (Jehovah) formed man 
of the dust of the ground, and breathed in- 
to his nostrils the breath of life; and man 
became a living soul.” 

Mrs. Eddy commenting on this quotation 
teaches, line 25 of the same page, “Is it the 
truth or is it a lie concerning man and 
God?” It must be a lie since she says 
that spirit never created matter. Mrs. Ed- 
dy has already stated that she ‘takes the 
Bible as her only authority but here she tells 
us that the creation record of man must 
be a lie. Who are we to believe? 2,008 
times “thus saith the Lord”, or its equiva- 
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lent appears in the Bible. In other words, 
2,008 times God tells us that He is the Au- 
thor of the Bible. 


She Says Man Cannot Sin 


Page 475, line 28, “Man is incapable of 
sin.” Page 71, line 2, “Evil has no reality. 
It is neither person, place, nor thing, but is 
simply a belief, an illusion of material 
sense.” Page 480, line 23, “Evil is but an 
illusion, and it has no real basis. Evil is a 
false belief.’”’ But, the Word of God teach- 
es, Romans 3:23, “All have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God.” Gal. 1:4, “Who 
gave Himself for our sins.” I John 1:10, 
“If we say we have not sinned we make 
Him a liar, and His word is not in us.”” Who 
is correct, Mrs. Eddy or the Bible? She 
says man is ineapable of sin. The Bible 
says all have sinned. 


She Denies That the Soul Can Sin and 
Be Lost 


Page 310, line 18, “We are commonly 
taught that there is a human soul which 
sins and is spiritually lost.” Page 311, line 
9, “All sin is of the flesh. It cannot be spir- 
itual.” Page 468, line 6, “Because soul is 
immortal, soul cannot sin.”” Did Mrs. Eddy 
find this statement in the Bible? Let us 
see, 


Mrs. Eddy find this in the Bible? Heb. 
9:27, “And it is appointed unto all man once 
to die, but after death the judgment.” Rom. 
14:10, “We shall all stand before the judg- 
ment seat of Christ.” Acts 17:31, “Because 
He hath appointed a day in which He will 
judge the world in righteousness.” Rev. 
20:12, “And I saw the dead small and great 
stand before God and the books were 
opened: and the dead were judged out of 
those things which were written in ‘the 
books.” So there is a final judgment, even 
though Mrs. Eddy denies it. Whom do you 
believe ? 


She Denies the Personality of Satan 


Page 187, line 10, “The beliefs of the hu- 
man mind rob and enslave it, and then im- 
“ener this result to another illusive versoni- 

cation, named Satan.” Matt. 4:1 teaches 

that Jesus was led of the Spirit into the 
wilderness to be tempted by the devil. Now 
if the devil is only our false beliefs, then 
Jesus, according to Mrs. Eddy, must have 
had false beliefs. If the devil is evil 
thoughts, then Jesus must have had evil 
thoughts. But, in John 8:44, Jesus said: 
“Ye are of your father the devil, he was a 
murderer from the beginning. When he 
speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own, for 
he is a liar and the father of it.’ 


She Teaches That Man Existed Before 
He Was Created 


Page 429, line 19, “If man did not exist 
before the material organization began, he 
could not exist after the body is disintegrat- 
ed. If we live after death and are immor- 
tal, we must have LIVED BEFORE BIRTH, 
for if Life ever had any beginning, it must 
also have an ending.” 

Life did have a beginning. Genesis 1:26- 
27, “And God said let us make man in our 
own image and likeness.” Man did not ex- 
ist before this. I Cor. 15:47, “The first man 
was made of the dust of the earth.” The 
first man: No man existed before this man. 
Shall we believe Mrs. Eddy or the Rible? 


She Says We Die in the Next World 


Page 77, line 9, “Death will scecur on the 
next plane of existence as on this” But 
Jesus said, Luke 20:35, “But they which 
shall be accounted worthy to obtain that 
world, and the resurrection from the dead, 
neither marry, nor are given in marriage: 
NEITHER CAN THEY DIE ANY MORE.” 
And, in Rev. 21:4 we read: “And God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes, and 
there shall be NO MORE DEATH.” 

And, yet Mrs. Eddy says, Christian Sci- 
ence and the Bible are the same. 


She Denies Prayer 


Page 5, line 22, “Prayer is not to be used 
as a confessional to cancel sin. Such an 
error would impede true religion.” Did she 
find this statement in the Bible. We are 
taught in I John 1:9, “If we confess our 
sins He is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness.” 


She Denies the Existence of Angels 


Page 298, line 28, “Angels are pure 
thoughts from God.” Page 70, line 9, “The 
supposition that corporeal beings are spirits. 
or that there are good and evil spirits, is 2 
mistake.” 

In her dictionary in the back of the book, 
Mrs. Eddy defines angels, page 581, line 4, 
“Angels: God’s thoughts passing to man”; 

However, we are taught in Genesis 19, 
that two angels in the form of men, were

Her Supreme Blasphemy 


Page 55, line 27, Mrs. Eddy’s teaching on 
the Holy Spirit is blasphemous. On_ this 
page and line, she quotes John 14:16, “ He 
shall give you another Comforter, that he 
may abide with you forever.’ This Comfor- 
er I understand to be Divine Science.” 

Again, on page 46, line 30, she teaches. 
“His students then received the Holy Ghost. 
By this is meant, that by all they had wit- 
nessed and suffered, they were roused to an 
enlarged understanding of Divine Science. 
She defines the Holy Ghost, page 588, line 7, 
“Holy Ghost, Divine Science.” 

We read in the Bible, Matt. 1:18, “Mary 


‘was found with child of the Holy Ghost.” 


Could a mere teaching or science be the fa- 
ther of our Lord Jesus Christ? In John 
14:26, “But the Comforter which is the Holy 
Ghost whom the Father will send in my 
name, He will teach you all things.” THE 
HOLY GHOST IS ALWAYS REFERRED 
TO AS A PERSON. How inconsistent in 
Mrs. Eddy to teach that Christian Science is 
the Holy Ghost. This statement on her 
part, in my belief, is rank blasphemy. 


She Denies the Bible Teaching on Hell 


Page 588, line 1, She defines Hell, “Hell; 
Mortal belief; error; lust; remorse; hatred; 
revenge; sin; sickness; death; suffering and 
self-destruction; self-imposed agony; effects 
of sin: that which worketh abomination or 
maketh a lie.’” 

Page 215, line 4, “If Spirit, Soul, could 
sin or be lost, then being and immortality 
would be lost, together with all the facul- 
ties of Mind; but being cannot be lost while 
God exists.” 

Where in the Bible can Mrs. Eddy find 
anything to substantiate this insane teach- 
ing on Hell? Jesus said. Matt. 10:28, “And 
fear not them which kill the body, but are 
not able to kill the soul; but rather fear 
him which is able to destroy both body and 
soul in hell.” And, in Matt. 25:45. Jesus 
said, “Then shall he say to them on his left 
hand, depart from me ye cursed into ever- 
lasting fire prepared for the devil and his 
angels.” Verse 46, “And these shall go 
away into everlasting punishment.” 


She Says That Christ Did Not Exist 
From Eternity 


Page 29, line 26, “The Christ dwelt for- 
ever an idea in the bosom of God. the di- 
vine Principle of the man Jesus, and woman 
preceived this spiritual idea.” God’s word 
says, John 1:1, “In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God. and the 
Word was God.” Verse 14, “And the Word 
was made flesh and dwelt among us.” 


Recapitulation

Let me quote again Mrs. Eddy’s words, 
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page 269, line 22, “I plant myself unre- 
servedly on the teachings of Jesus, of his 
Apostles, and of the Prophets.” Does she? 
Page 372, line 17, “Christian Science and 
Christianity are one.” Are they? 

But some one will ask, isn’t there some 
good in Christian Science? There is some 
good in almost everything. There is some 
good in rat noison. 98% of rat poison is 
good cornmeal. It is the 2% of strychnine 
that kills the rat. It is Mrs. Eddy’s denial 
about the blood of Jesus Christ, that leaves 
the Christian Scientists without a “cover- 
ing” for sin. Second Thess. 2:11, tells us 
that in the last days God shall send a strong 
delusion and they shall believe a lie. 

How is it Christian Science has healings? 
Matt. 24:24, “For there shall arise false 
Christs, and false prophets, and shall show 
signs and wonders; in so much that, if it 
were possible, they shall deceive the very 
elect.” Mark 13:22, “For false Christs and 
false prophets shall arise, and shall show 
signs and wonders, to seduce, if it were pos- 
sible, even the elect.” And, no doubt some 
of their healings are psychological. 

Peter warns us against Mrs. Eddy’s teach- 
ing: 2 Peter 2:1, “But there were false 
prophets also among the people, even as 
there shall be false teachers among you who 
privily will bring in damnable heresies, 
even denying the Lord that bought them. 
and bring upon themselves swift destruc- 
tion.” Mrs. Eddy denies the blood that 
bought her. 

John tells us to be careful: I John 4:1, 
“Beloved, believe not every spirit, but try 
the spirits whether they are of God: because 
many false prophets are gone out into the 
world.” 

The Holy Spirit warns us: I Tim. 4:1, 
“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that 
in the latter times some shall depart from 
the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits 
and doctrines of devils.” 

Christian Science claims to be a religion 
of love, but Pandita Ramabai, the most 
scholarly woman that India ever produced, 
said when she visited New York, “I was 
told that a new religion was being taught 
in New York, and that it had won many 
disciples. I found that the name of the 
new religion was Christian Science, an: 
when I asked what its teachings were, I 
recognized it as the same philosophy that 
had been taught among my people for four 
thousand years. It has wrecked millions of 
lives. It has caused immeasurable suffering 
and sorrow in my land. It is a religion that 
knows no compassion or sympathy. It means 
just this. the philosophy of nothingness. 
You are to view the whole world as nothing 
but falsehood. This is Hinduism, not Chris- 
tianity. 

I feel certain that if Christian Science 
devotees would examine the tenants of Mrs. 
Eddv’s pledgerized pantheistic philosophy in 
the light of the Bible they would arrive at 
the same conclusion that I have after having

“And it came to pass, when she pressed 
him daily with her words, and urged him, so 
that his soul was vexed unto death; That he 
told her all his heart, and said unto her, 
There hath not come a razor upon mine 
head: for I have been a Nazarite unto God 
from my mother’s womb: if I be shaven, 
then my pence Sa will go from me, and I 
shall become weak, and be like any other 
man. And when Delilah saw that he had 
told her all his heart, she sent and called 
for the lords of the Philistines, saying, 
come up this once, for he hath shewed me 
all his heart. Then the lords of the Philis- 
tines came up unto her, and brought money 
in their hand. And she made him sleep up- 
on her knees; and she called for a man, and 
she caused him to shave off the seven locks 
of his head; and she began to afflict him, 
and his strength went from him. And she 
said, The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. 
And he awoke out of his sleep, and said, | 
will go out as at other times before, and 
shake myself, and he wist not that the Lord 
was departed from him.” Judges 16:16-20. 

That is an awful story — one of the 
worst in the Bible — a picture of the man 
who had lost his power. We find many 
people today who have lost their spiritual 
power. We have people who say, “I have 
received the Holy Ghost many years ago.” 
They are proud of the fact that they did 
receive the Holy Ghost back there. But, 
what about their spiritual life today? Fre- 
quently we find that some Delilah of sin 
has come into their lives and robbed thea: 
of victory and spiritual power. 


In Ephesians 5:18 we read, “And be not 
drunk with wine wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit.” You can’t live on 


the strength of having been Spirit-filled 
away back there. The meetings we had this 
week are no good this morning. The fool 
you ate last week won’t do you any good to- 
day. If you don’t get fresh food, you will 
die. If you don’t get spiritual food from 
God, you will die. The manna in the wilder- 
ness was good only for a day. There are 
lots of people who have had food but, like 
Samson, they have had their hair cut off. 

If you want to lose your hold on God, just 
try mixing with the world. This was Sam- 
son’s blunder. He mixed with it so much 
that his children wouldn’t listen to his testi- 
mony. There are lots of people who want 
to get hold of God but they are not willing 
to have the flesh crucified. They will not 
renounce the world and the flesh and the 
Devil. The more worldliness, the less of 
God! 

Samson had been mixing with the world. 
He lost his God given strength. He got a 
hair cut. Samson had been playing with 
the world. He had told someone his secret. 
And he lost his power. There are secret 
experiences between the true disciple an/ 
God which is the business of no one else. 
Secret things belong to the Lord. I have 
known one or two cases where God would 
reveal to somebody something to do. They 
went and blabbered it all around and the 
thing was spoiled. There is such a thing as 
talking yourself out of an experience with 
God. Samson lost control of his tongue. 

Enoch was such a wonderful man that he 
walked with God in the heavens. He was 
translated. He was one who could keep a 
secret. The secret things belong to tthe 
Lord. I am not going to preach on secrets. 
That is another thing. But don’t expect the 
world to be sympathetic to your secret, ten- 
der experiences with God. The world can- 


not understand because God’s things are 
“spiritually discerned.” We are told not to 
cast our pearls to the swine. Have the wis- 
dom of God. It doesn’t pay to give God’s 
pearls to the swine. 

You can mix with the world so much that 
the flesh will rob you of your experience. 
Samson, because he mixed witan the world 
and played with God, lost his power.  Iit 
doesn’t pay to demonstrate the power of 
God before the world unless it is for the 
glory of God. Samson had a selfish spirit 
that made him want to show off. There are 
lots of Christians who want to show off. 
Christ was tempted too to show off in the 


wilderness. Satan tempted Him to plunge 
down on the rocks. He said, “Make an ex- 
hibit — a show — before the world.” 


Jesus Christ said, “No.” “Get behind me, 
Satan. I am not here to demonstrate my 
power, but I am come to demonstrate the 
will of my Father.” Again Satan said, “If 
you be the Son of God, make these stones 
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into bread.” I have heard people say, “Let 
God heal this man and show vou that Ht 
can do it.” God only heals people for His 
glory. Satan said, “Show off, will you? 
Make these stones into bread.”” But Jesus 
said, “No. Man doesn’t live on bread alone 
but by the words that proceed out of the 
mouth of God.” God has a store-house full 
of good things for His children — salvation 
and healing; but if you have true spiritual 
power you will want to spend it only in un- 
selfish service to the glory of God. 

They said to Samson, “Just show off your 
power.” He said, “All right. Bind me with 
chains,” He broke them and said, “That is 
the power of God.” Then they said, “You 
have told us a lie. What can we do to make 
you weak?” They bounc him with seven 
ereen ropes. But he snapped them asunder. 
Then he laughed and said, “That is the pow- 
er of God.” Delilah said, “You have told 
us a lie. Show us how we can make you 
weak like another man.” So _ he = said, 
“Weave my seven locks with a web to that 
beam. Then my strength will leave me.” 
But he walked off with the beam and _ all. 
But if you play with worldly companions, 
you will soon come down to their level. You 
will be just as they are. God wants us to 
be separated. It is a separate life. You 


can’t get comfort in the world. But you can 
get comfort in God. If you want joy and 
peace and comfort, come to the house of 
God and mingle with the saints of God. It 
will surely be wonderful. I don’t know to 
whom I am talking this morning. A per- 
son in the last campaign said, “Were you 
talking to me this morning, Mr. Budgett?” 
I said, “Yes, if it means you.” Samson used 
God’s power to entertain the world. He 
was a peculiar complex; can you think of a 
worldly-Nazarite? If you can, you can see 
what a horrible thing a worldly Christian 
really is. 

Samson said, “If you take a razor and 
shave my head, I will be weak like another 
man.” So Delilah got some man to shave 
Samson’s hair off. Then she afflicted him. 
Delilah shouted: “Samson, the Philistines 
are upon us.” And he arose, but the power 
had left him. What poverty! What trage- 
dy! Are there people here this morning 
who once had the power in prayer, but the 
Spirit of God has left you? Are you just 
going along in a cool way? Can you be 
content with a form of godliness denying 
the power thereof? You come to church 


regularly. But God has left you. God help 
us to see ourselves as God sees us this 
morning. We do not have to live defeated 


Christian lives. 

The Philistines took Samson to the pris- 
on house and put out his eyes. Lots of 
people spiritually have lost their spiritual 
eyes. They say, “There is no harm in going 
to the show and card parties.” They see 
wrong. 

While Samson was in prison his hair 
started to grow once more. Then the people 
were going to make a feast to their gods 
because they had captured Samson. The 
Philistines were all gathered — 3,000 men 
and women. While they were making a 
wild feast to their gods, they called for 
Samson to make fun of him. Samson made 
sport for them for a little while. Then he 
found the power of God coming back to him 
as his hair grew. At his request, a little boy 
led Samson over to where the pillars were. 


Samson made a prayer. Mayhe he said, 
“Lord, I am back-slidden. I told your sec- 
rets. Lord God, remember me.” Do you 


think God turned away from a ery like that ? 
No, friend, wherever there is a man who is 
back-slidden, we have a Saviour Who will 
listen to him. He will remember you, my 
friend. Thank God, we have such a Sav- 
iour. He will hear your cry this morning. 
Maybe you have a difficulty. Maybe you 
are bound with a fetter of brass. Maybe it 
is a smoking habit or an old sin habit, but 
Hallelujah! we have a Saviour who can set 
you free. Amen. 

There was an old man—S6 years of age, 
who had led a Christian life. Then when 
Caesar became Emperor of Rome, he or- 
dered evervbody to acknowledge him as God. 
But this old man refused. So Caesar sent 
his men to get him. They begeved the old 
man to acknowledge Caesar as God but he 
refused. Then they gave him a chance to 
make a last wish and he requested to be 
alone for just a minute to pray to his God. 
A minute later he came out and said, “I am 
ready.” The horse that bore him away gal- 
loped at such a speed that he fell off and 
broke a leg. So he was brought before 
Caesar with his lee dangling at his side. 
The people loved him and said, “Won’t vou 
savy a short prayer before Caesar? Say, 
‘The Lord Caesar.’” But the man said,

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Quizzing the Evolutionists Again

Continuing this pleasant investigation 
into the vagaries of evolutionary thought, 
from last month, let us make some addition- 
al inquiries. 

What can the evolutionist tell us of the 
change from the inorganic into the organic, 
in other words, what does he know about 
the origin of Life? If evolution be true, 
using their own words, there must have been 
a period when, under most unusual circum- 
stances, never seen before or since, Life re- 
sulted from some unique combination of < 
few elements, carbon, hydrogen, oxygen aa 
nitrogen. 

That is, Life was a “colossal aecident,” 
spontaneously generated from lifeless par- 
ticles. In a previous article, it was shown 
that modern scientists are still attempting 
to produce life in the laboratory. These ef- 
forts are spasmodic and futile, but serve to 
bolster up the flagging enthusiasm of the 
credulous unbelievers in God. 

It is profitable to deal a little more fully 
with this evolutionary delusion and see how 
absurd is the claims made as to the origin 
of life. 

It must not be forgotten that, a consistent 
believer in a beastial ancestry for mankind, 
must, logically, reject the Divine Source of 
Life. There is no alternative and it is cu- 
rious to observe to what lengths of illogical 
reasoning he is driven in his extremity. 

Either Life was created by God, or it was 
the result of Spontaneous Generation. What 
about it? 

Prof. Schafer, speaking at the meeting of 
the British Association at Dundee a few 
vears ago, said: 

“The idea of immediate supernatural! 
intervention in the first production of life 
is devoid of scientific foundation. 

He went on to affirm that: 

“Spontaneous generation must have 
been the original cause of life.” 

Herbert Spencer, a great evolutionary 
authority, attempted to solve many of 
these puzzles. Listen to his explanation (?) 
of the origin of things. 

“The different groupings of units, and 
the combination of the unlike rrouns. 
each with its own kind and each with 
other kinds, have produced the kinds of 
matter we call elementary.” 

And then he indulges in another outbreok 
of “hocus-pocus.”’ 

“Certain of the ethereal waves, falling 
upon them (carbonic acid, water and am 
monia) there results a detachment. of 
same of the combined atoms. and a union 
of the rest. And the conclusion sugges! 
ed is, that the induced vibrations amone 


the various atoms, as at first arranged, 
are so incongruous as to produce insta- 
bility, and to give collateral affinities the 
power to work a re-arrangement, which, 
though less stable under other conditions, 
is more stable in the presence of these 
particular undulations.” 

Yes, dear reader, it is just as simple as 
that! 

This reminds one of the words of Plu- 
tarch, one of the earliest naturalists, living 
many centuries ago. He wrote: 

“The insecable bodies or atoms, by a 
wild or fortuitous motion, without any 
governing power, incessantly and swiftly 
were hurried one against another, many 
bodies being jumbled together; upon this 
account they have a diversity in their fig- 
ures and magnitude. After this manner 
the principal parts of the earth were con- 
stituted.” 

This language brings a smile, but it is as 
clear and as satisfactory as the weird ex- 
SS of Spencer. 

Sir Oliver Lodge speaks with the authori- 
‘ of the modern evolutionary physicist. 
He admits: 

“All the many attempts in the direc- 
tion of spontaneous generation hitherto, 
have conspicuously failed. 

In his “Man and the Universe,” p. 19, we 
read: 

“Science in chagrin has to confess that 
hitherto in this direction it has failed. 
It has not yet witnessed the origin of 
the smallest trace of life from dead mat- 
ter; ali life so far as has been watched, 
proceeds from antecedent life. Given the 
life of a single cell, science would esteem 
itself competent ultimately to trace its 
evolution into all the myriad existences 
of plant and animal and man; but the 
origin of protoplasmic activity itself as 
yet eludes it.” 

In Huxley’s essay on “The Origination of 
Living Things,” he expressed the conviction 
that Pasteur, by his experiments had given 
to Spontaneous Generation “a final coup de 
grace.” These experiments of Pasteur, 
epochal in their importance proved that bac- 
teria and low forms of ‘organisms, once 
thought to be “spontaneously generated” 
‘ame from germs and spores present in cer- 
tain liquids. When these were sterilised, no 
organisms were generated. 

Lord Kelvin was compelled to come to 

the same conclusion. He stated: 

“IT am ready to accept as an article of 
faith in Science, valid for all time, and 
in all space, that life is produced by life 
and only by life.” 

Prof. P. C. Mitchell, writing in the Eney- 
clopedia Britannica, says: 

“No biological generalization rests up- 
on a wider series of observations, or has 
been subjected to a more critical scrutiny, 
than that every living organism has come 
into existence from a living portion or 
portions of a pre-existing organism.” 
The same writer goes still further in the 

same work in his article on “Life”: 

“Theories of the origin of life apart 
from doctrines of special Creation, or of 
a slow and primitive spontaneous gener’- 
tion, are mere fantastic speculations.” 
All this goes to show that the fundamen- 

tal premise on which so much has been hy 
pothetically built, remains without a single 
shred of support. 

The builders of the evolutionary theory 
have proceeded to erect their structure be- 
fore it was possible to lay the foundation 
with the result that now we see a_ real 


‘CASTLE IN THE AIR.” 


The fact that this quest for life continues, 
loudly advertises the unrepentant materia- 
lism of Science. There is no escape from 
the conclusion that the influence of evolu- 
tion is paganizing the age. These energetic 
seekers after this secret are anxious to-nul- 
lify, if possible, the one unanswerable proof 
of God in the world, — the fact of Life. 

The evolutionist, elated by his discover- 
ies of the working of the universe is trying 
to convince himself that there is no special 
need of a Divine and all-powerful mind and 
hand behind it. This drift is fully recog- 
nised by Scientists themselves. 

In 1926, in an address to the “Modern 
Churchmen” at Oxford, Prof. Haldane said: 

“The evidence for the existence of a 
super-human Designer . .. was invalidat- 
ed by the discovery of Evolution and the 
theory of Natural Selection.” 

And then he goes on to make the follow- 
ing admisisons: 

“Modern science is essentially and in- 
creasingly materialistic. The theories of 
natural science seem to recognise neither 
objective ethics nor God the prog- 


ress of science in recent times ... has 
made the existence of Spiritual reality, 
in the sense implied in Religion . .. be- 
come more and more shadowy — thev 


were the children of a materialistic age. 

The scientists themselves are engulfed in 
the flood of unbelief which they have let 
loose on the community. They have sown 
Materialism and seem to stand astonished 
before the harvest of Atheism. 

It is of the utmost importance that men 
and women everywhere should have no illu- 
sions as to the methods and purposes of 
modern Science. Materialistic Science, is a 
hand-maid of the Devil whose most potent 
weapon against God in these “last days” is 
evolution. Lest anyone should hesitate to 
believe the truth of this statement one more 
quotation from Sir Oliver Lodge is given. 

In an article on “Spiritualism” in the 
London Daily News, Dec. 8, 1928, he wrote: 

“The aim of science has been for the 

most part a study of materialistic phe- 
nomena; a study of mechanism, the mech- 
anism whereby results are achieved, and 
investigation into physical processes 
which go on and which appear to be co- 
extensive with nature. And any theory 
which seems to involve the actien of 
Higher Beings, or of any unknown entity, 
controlling and working the mechanism, 
has heen extruded or discountenanced as 
a relic of primitive superstition, coming 
down from times when such infantile ex- 
planations were prevalent: frem a time 
when there was no adequate idea of the 
coherent scheme of physienl processes 
which underlay all the. at first. baffling 
and inscrutable operations of nature.” 

The modern Scientific mind is remarkable 
for its cool assumption of infallibility as. in 
older days, scientific men were remarkable 
for their humble recognition of their limi- 
tations. 

We mieht as well make up our minds that 
Science has determined to shed every rag 
of resnect for the idea of Revelation, or 
anythine that postulates the Supernatural. 
It can conceive of no greater power than its 
own, 

Evolution is anti-Christian. and anti-God. 
Tt substitutes itself for God in everv one of 
its conrents, and its devotees, blinded hv the 
God of this world have vciven themselves 
over to an orev of blasphemens dennneia- 
tion of every prinecivie of the Christian 
Faith. denvine the Crentive nower of Gad 
and even eliminatine Him from the universe,

While each of us can mention, perhaps, 
a dozen books about the Holy Spirit that w> 
have read or known of, the author of this 
book contends that, “so far as we know this 
is the first attempt to write a life of the 
Holy Spirit, the Third Person.” 

In the words of B. A. Abbott, “ ‘The “ei 
of the Holy Spirit,’ it must be confessed, 

a somewhat daring title, but it is justified 
in the careful and far reaching study of the 
subject.” 

The book has its dedication “to the Uy- 
per room on Mount Zion in Jerusalem. . . 
and to the promotion of Prayer Rooms in 
all churches everywhere ... to the end that 
the Holy Spirit may have His way in the 
Church of today.’ 

Stressing the vital personality of the Ho 
ly Spirit as aganist the spineless teachings 
of Modernism that He is a mere “influence” 
or “urge to do good,” we find the author 
carefully gathering together from Scripture 
the references to Him from His earliest 
manifestations in the beginnine with tthe 
Father, and tracing His Life throughout the 
Ages of Time and Eternity.

“THE U. S. LOOKS AT ITS CHURCH- 
ES,” by C. Luther Fry. Published by the 
Institute of Social and Religious Research. 
Price $2.50. 

Facts that are most startling to the un- 
initiated are presented by Dr. Fry in this 
book, that ought to be much in demand by 
studious pastors and religious executives. 

“Through the courtesy of the Bureau of 
Census,” we are informed, “much unpub- 
lished information was specially tabulated 
for the purposes of this study and is here 
presented for the first time.” 

Considering church members above 138 
years of age, we find that “the total number 
of adult persons listed on tthe rolls of 
churches is about 55 percent of the coun- 
try’s adult population. In other words, about 
every other person belongs to a church.” 

It is most interesting to see that “there 


are only three bodies — the M. E. Church, 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and_ the 
Zoman Catholic Church — which have as 


many as three congregations in every state 
in the Union.” 

By the way, this book reveals the amaz- 
ing strength of Roman Catholicism in the 
U. S. in a new way. “The largest single de- 


nomination is the Roman Catholic Church 
with 13,300,000 members 13 years of age 
and over.” “The South constitutes the 
stronghold of Protestantism.” The book re- 
veals, while the industrialized East with its 
large numbers of foreign-born from South- 
ern Europe tends to be dominantly Catholic.” 

A very interesting comment on the finan- 
cial strength of the Church comes as we 
find her property worth nearly four billion 
dollars. She spends $840,000,000 a year for 
one cause or another. 

For text or statistical information, a 
study of this book will be most illuminating. 
It is well bound and contains an appendixe 
of many valuable charts. 


“HOW TO PREPARE AN EXPOSITORY 
SERMON,” by Harold E. Knott, A. M., D. 
D. Published by the Standard Publishing 
Co. Price $1.00. 

At first glance, the title of this bock 
might seem to catalogue it as being for the 
preacher’s library only, but when one con- 
templates that these are days when laymen, 
and Christian workers, are being called up- 
on as never before to witness for Christ in 
giving messages for prayer services, clas- 
ses, and missions, such a text has a more 
universal appeal. 

Since Dr. Knott is a Professor of Homilet- 
ics at Eugene Bible University, we are not 
surprised to find him approaching his sub- 
ject with a classroom attitude always a 
delight to the earnest student who seeks 
well defined principles of practice. 

In expounding the values of expository 
preaching, Dr. Knott comments: 

“The church is suffering today from the 
ministrations of two types of men in the 
i who are too broad and those 
who are too narrow. The former are well 
informed about the Bible, but are not in- 
formed in it, or have lost their bearings and 
are trying to reach the popular mind by 
lecturettes on passing events, talking glibly 
about the relation of science to religion, the 
need of the modern mind and similar sub- 
jects. The other group is made up of those 
whose preaching is thoroughly orthodox and 
sincere, but who have poorly furnished 
minds, and who have only a vague know- 
ledge of the Bible as a whole. The sermons 
of this group naturally lack depth of 
thought, and, beyond the speakers’ sincere 
expressions of faith and hope, are ineffec- 
tive because they fail to relate Biblical truth 
to personal experience. If the broadminded 
men were to base their messages on the con- 
text of the Scriptures, and the latter type 
knew the Bible better, both would undoubt- 
edly be more interesting, and more helpful 
to their hearers. 

The book is well bound with a green cov- 
er and should furnish excellent and mucii 
needed instruction to laymen and preachers.

“Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen.” 

When Babylon was the most powerful and 
dazzling city in the world, such bold proph- 
ets as Jeremiah and Isaiah thundered out 
their denunciations and predicted her de- 
struction. Babylon was the New York, Lon- 
don and Paris of the ancient world com- 
bined, all rolled into one city of jazz, wealth, 
power and beauty. 

The city was at the zenith of its glory 
when the prophet said it would be cast down. 
Isaiah 13: 19-22, “And Babylon, the glory 
of kingdoms, the beauty of the Chaldees’ 
excellency, shall be as when God overthrew 
Sodom and Gomorrah. It shall never be in- 
habited, neither shall it be dwelt in from 
veneration to generation; neither shall the 
Arabian pitch tent there; neither shall the 
shepherds make their fold there. But wild 
beasts of the desert shall lie there; anid 
their houses shall be full of doleful crea- 
tures; and owls shall dwell there, and satyrs 
shall dance there. And the wild beasts of 
the island shall cry in their desolate houses, 
and dragons in their pleasant places; and 
her time is near to come, and her days shall 
not be prolonged.” 

It lies today a sprawling mass of rubbish, 
a grim testimony to the truthfulness of the 
prophecy. Today, tourists pass by its 
desolate ruins on a daily train to Bagdad 
which snorts, stops, jerks rong whistles. An 
ugly sign by the track mocks the spot where 
the great city once stood: “Babylon—Trains 
Halt Here to Pick up Passengers.” But 
there are seldom any ‘passengers except 
when once in a while an occasional tourist 
boards the train there instead of catching 
it up at the modern Arab town, Hillah. 

Isaiah himself admitted that Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s city was “the glory of kingdoms, 
the beauty of the Chaldees’ excellency.” 
The “weeping prophet,’ Jeremiah, said, 
“And Babylon shall become heaps. a dwell- 
ing place for dragons, an astonishment, and 
an hissing, without an inhabitant.” 

Only withered camel thorn grows on tho 
dusty mounds of Babylon now. Tottering 
brick walls uncovered by German archeolo- 
gists before the war or burrowed into b) 
brick robbers of all ages are slowly boing 
covered up by desert sands. Here and there 
2 trench dug by the excavators reveals the 
remains of a great fialace of Nebuchadnez- 
zar. And in one spot a deep hole half fille! 
with stagnant water covers the spot where 
the Tower of Babel once was reared. The 
bricks used in its construction have long 
since been carted away by the Turks to use 
in the building of their dam across the 
Euphrates at Hindivah. 

What is left of the city, the Arab guide 
tells you, is the world center which was 
flourishing on 2067 -'2025 B. C. under the 
rule of Hammurahi, the great law giver. 
Babylon was completely wiped out in 689 
B. C. by an Assyrian King called Sennache- 
rib. 

Center of culture and learning though it 
was, Sennacherib sacked and burned it and, 
to make doubly sure of the destruction, di- 
verted the water of the Euphrates over the 
site so that no trace might be left. 

Sennacherib was mighty proud of his 
work. 

He boasts: “Like the shock of a raging 
storm I rushed, and like a hailstorm I swept 
it... The city and houses from founda- 
tion to roof I pulled down, destroyed, and 
in the fire IT burned. The wall and moat and 
houses of the gods, the towers of brick and 
of earth, all there was I removed, and into 
the Arahtu canal I threw that in after 
days the place of that city and the temples 
of the gods be seen no more, into the waters 
I cast it and ended it entirely.” 

Cush was the father of Nimrod. Nimrod 
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was one of the most powerful, vicious char- 
acters that ever lived, a type of the coming 
Antichrist. He was the first man to organ- 
ize an army and do combat for self gain 
and glory. He laid the foundations of Ba- 
bylon, founded Nineveh and the Bible says 
he became “mighty in the earth.’”’ The Nim- 
rod of the Bible is the god Ninus of ancient 
Babylon.

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Professor Einstein and Religion

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Prof. Albert Einstein, just before leaving 
Los Angeles, gave out an interview disclos- 
ing his views about religion. We could wish 
the professor had made as careful investi- 
gations in this field of knowledge as he ap- 
parently has in some others. 

Bishop Whately once said: ‘He who is not 
aware of his ignorance will only be misled 
by his knowledge.” The writer is well aware 
of his ignorance of Einstein’s theory of 
relativity and would not attempt to discuss 
it, yet the professor does not hesitate to 
set aside the vital experience of millions of 
people by a mere trick of psychology. One 
can express a great deal of ignorance in 
scientific terms and the danger is that many 
ure ready to swallow it without question. 

The professor tells us that all spiritual 
movements originate in human desire for re- 
ward or in fear of punishment. The soul 
forges a being more or less like itself, on 
whose will and activities depends the exper- 
iences which it fears. One hopes to win the 
favor of this being by deeds and sacrifices 
which are supposed to appease or to make 
him well disposed to man. This may be true 
of heathen religions, but the professor 
makes no distinctions. 

He tells us there are some exceptionally 
gifted individuals who rise above this level 
of religious thinking. They have the “cos- 
mic religious sense.” They recognize no 
dogmas and have no God made in the image 
of man. They have no church. Their religion 
is based upon “cosmic experience” (what- 
ever that is). The idea of a personal Su- 
preme Being who may interfere with the 
sequence of events in the world is, to them, 
impossible. A God who rewards and pun- 
ishes is unthinkable. Man acts in accord 
with an inner and an outer. necessity and 
when he has this “highest religious exper- 
ience” he is governed by education and so- 
cial relationships. He has no fear of pun- 
ishment and no hope of reward to hold him 
steady. 

But it so happens that Christianity does 
not have such a basis as Mr. Einstein imag- 
ines. To be sure divine revelation insists 
that what a man sows, that must he reap. 
A true fear of retribution has sent many a 
soul on the road to heaven. Punishment of 
the ungodly after death is even more reas- 
onable than punishment of crime in this 
world, for in the majority of cases it is im- 
possible for men to get their just dues in 
this life. 

But Christ did not depend upon threats or 
promises, nor upon the logic of argument, 
to draw men to Christianity. He appealed 
directly to the freedom of the human will 
by inviting men to try the experiment of 
His fellowship and salvation. He said: 
“Come unto me and I will give you rest’— 
“Tf any man will do my will, he shall 
KNOW.” It is a matter of experiment to 
which He challenges the human heart. Those 
who are ready to put Him to the test as the 
Son of God and the Lamb of God, drawing: 
near to Him in faith and love, may experi- 
ence two things. They will first have a 
sense of moral bankruptey. They may then 
come into a sense of spiritual and moral 
asset — an assurance of salvation accom- 
panied by an energizing power within. The 
Gospel is “the power of God unto salvation” 
(Rom. 1:16). Paul who confessed himself 
the “chief of sinners” became Paul, the man 
who could do all things through Christ who 
enabled him (Phil. 4:13). 

Prof. Einstein does not seem to know 
that the Word of God is living and ener- 
getic (Heb. 4:12). It is life-giving and con- 
tinually active. In truly possessing it, one 


is under a mighty and a solemn influence 
from which he can never escape. It does 
not remain in one as a dead thing. It gets 
into the conscience. It quickens the dead. 
It is more than an addition to previous 
knowledge such as one may get from read- 
ing an ordinary book. God’s Book alone 
has power to create new life. 

This is something that has been demon- 
strated in the laboratory of hearts times 
without number down through the centu- 
ries. Those who have been born from above, 
whether or not they can understand every- 
thing in the Bible, have no further doubt 
that Jesus Christ is the one Mediator be- 
tween God and man and that Christianity is 
the God-revealed and final religion. 

The professor might find some interesting 
material for meditation in the science of 
Biblical numerics, a field of investigation to 
which such men as Ivan Panin of Canada, 
have devoted years of painstaking thought. 
Mr. Panin has brought forth scientific proof 
that the Bible could not have been produced 
by the unaided human mind prompted either 
by fear or hope of reward. He has called 
attention to the startling phenomena in the 
very word structure of the books of the 
Bible. Not a single learned skeptic has been 
able to account for it. The saine features 
cannot be found in any Hebrew or Greek 
classics outside the present books of our 
Bible. 

The mathematicians of the world have 
been challenged to write one paragraph cf 
300 words intelligently and produce numer- 
ic phenomena of like designs and complete 
it within six months time. Any man who 
could do it would prove himhelf a wonder. 
Yet the writers of the various books of 
Scripture were men of little or no schooling 
and every word they wrote fitted into a nu- 
merical scheme which, with each additional 
sentence became more complicated and they 
wrote each paragraph so as to develop con- 
stantly fixed numerical relations to what 
had gone before and what was to come af- 
ter (which they could not have known). 

The God of nature is proven to be the God 
of Scripture. The quarrel of skeptics with 
Christianity is not with the writers of Scrip- 
— nor with believers, but with God Him- 
se
